Medium  low,  well-drained  land  is  best  for 
setting  out  the  plants.  Break  land  thor¬ 
oughly,  pulverizing  it,  making  rows  30 
inches  apart.  Make  up  bed  and  firm  it 
with  heavy  roller,  setting  plants  16  inches 
apart,  well  down  in  soil,  covering  entire 
stem  up  to  the  first  leaves.  Pack  soil  firm¬ 
ly  around  roots  and  stems.  If  stem  is  ex¬ 
posed  to  freeze  it  will  split  and  maggots 
can  get  into  the  splits  and  eat  through  to 
the  bud.  Do  not  fertilize  until  two  weeks 
before  Spring  weather  opens.

If  in  dry 
country  space  rows  and  plants  greater  dis¬ 
tance.  Set  plants  in  hole  about  two  inches 


deep,  pressing  dirt  firmly  about  roots.  Cul¬ 
tivate  very  shallow  as  roots  grow  near  sur¬ 
face  and  should  not  be  disturbed.  The  only 
cultivation  needed  is  surface  scratching  to 
kill  weeds.  Harvest  when  about  60%  of 
tops  droop  or  are  soft  at  neck.  Pull  them 

up  and  leave  in  sun  2  or  3  days  to  give  tops 
chance  to  descend  into  onion,  thereby  in¬ 
creasing  weight  and  firmness.  Store  in  cool 
dark  place  after  cutting  tops  and  roots  about 
one  inch  from  onion  and  tying  in  bunches.
